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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1,2,4,9,18-21, 24, 25-28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Klaymar (US 5765967). 

Klaymar discloses a bedding for a utility line (2) comprising an elongate trench (1 ) 
formed in the earth; a filter fabric wrap (8) lining a lengthwise segment of the trench 
having a select length, a first select depth of porous particulate material (4) resting on a 
trench bottom underlying a utility line configured to prevent intrusion of ground water 
and supporting the utility line in the lengthwise segment; and a second select depth of 
porous particulate material (4) overlying the utility line (2) in the lengthwise segment; 
the select length of the lengthwise segment, the first select depth and the second select 
depth being selected to store a select volume of water. A conduit providing (5,7,9,1 1 ) 
communication between a source of water (surface water from rainfall). Re claim 24, the 
source of the storm water run off (9,11) to be dissipated through a conduit (5,7). 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Klaymar 
in view of Lacey (US 41 99272) 

Klaymar discloses the invention substantially as claimed. However, Klaymar is silent 
about including a well. Lacey teaches a well (19). It would have been considered 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to modify Klaymar to include a well as taught 
by Lacey in order to replenish the ground water. 

5. Claims 5,22-23 and 29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Klaymar in view of Johnson et al. (US 5836716) 

Klaymar discloses the invention substantially as claimed. However, Klaymar is silent 
about including a perforated pipe. Johnson et al. teaches that perforated pipes are old 
and well known (see Figs 2-4). It would have been considered obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art to modify Klaymar to include a perforated pipe as taught by 
Johnson et al. in order to provide drainage means thus reducing static pressure that can 
cause the (oil/gas) pipe to rupture. 

Re claim 23, the source of the storm water run off to be dissipated (this is considered as 
(5,7,9,11). 
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Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1 , 1 8, 25 and 29 have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claims 11-17 are allowed. 

8. Claims 6-8 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims.
